TO STIR UP 


THE NATIVES. 
Von Waldersee Plans 
Expedition. 
Court Must Act With 
Speed or Suffer. 


French General May Be Of- 
fered the Command of 
the Forces. 


(RY INRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

PEKING, Feb. 17.—(Exclusive Dis- 
patch. Count Von Waldersee, comman- 
der-inchief of the allied forces, has 
planned an expedition against Tai 
Yuen Fu. which is southwest of Pe- 
king and on the roal t> Siang Fu, 
where the Chinese court has taken ref- 
uge. The expedition is to start at the 
endof the month, if the Chinese do nat 
come to their senses promptly and 
comply. with the demands of the 
powers, particularly huse demands 
referring to the punishment of the 
guilty officials. In the order asking for 
a genera] statement of the number of 
troops that can be sent, Count Von 
Waldersee says that the expedition is 
contemplated in case China does pot 
act quickly. Th statement is taken 
seriously by all military forces, and 
the idea is enthusiastically received. 


Judging from the past conduct of 
Viceroy Chang Chi Tung and other 
disturbers in the south, they may ad- 
vise the Empress Dowager to balk, in 
which case a naval expedition to Han- 
kow, simultaneous with a military ez- 
pedition to the north, will probably re- 
veal to the Chinese the error of their 
ways. If it had not been for the influ- 
ence of Chang Chi Turg and his en- 
voys, who are constantly with the 
Dowager, the whole matter would have 
been settied. In his letter to the cOm- 
meanders, Count Von Waldersee speaks 
of the difficulty of transportation over 
the mountain roads, evidently referring 
to the mountains between Pao Ting 
Fu and Tai Yuen Fu. 

The correspondent has talked with 
three Chinese who traveled from Tai 
Yuen Fu to Peking last week. They 
said every mountain pass was barri- 
caded, and traveling by horse or mule 
was impossible. Only foot passengers 
could get through the passes. They 
also declared that Chinese soldiers 
were in the mountains as thitk as 
leaves on trees. These conditions may 
make an expedition difficult, but no- 
body here believes that they will not 
be surmounted if the start is made. 

Though the statement may seem 
rash, it is nevertheless the opinion of 
men knowing the situation well that 
opposition by the Chinese, once it is 
under way, will mark not only the end 
of the dynasty, but of the Chinese em- 
pire as well, It is hoped that the Em- 
press Dowager will make the expedi- 
tion unnecessary.

Mexico Full of Evidences of His Coun- 
trymen’s Past Influence on the Pacific 
Coast—They Preceded Columbus by a 
Thousand Years.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 17.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Rev. Shuye Sonoda, a 


Buddhist priest of Japan, has just re- 
turned her from Mexico with what 
he regards as convincing proof that his 
people discovered America one thous- 
and years before Columbus, and car- 
ried their faith along the Pacific Coast 
form Alaska to Mexico. Sonoda has 
been assisted by Sefior Batres, the 
archeologist of the Mexican govern- 
ment. and followed the chronicles of 
Hoel Shin a Buddhist monk, who in A. 
D. 499 returned to his native land with 
an account of explorations that 
reached to a land he called Fu Sang, 
now identified with Mexico, becav~? of 
the maguey plant. 

Sonoda found innumerable evidences 
of Buddhist influence over the natives 
of Mexico. Some of these were the 
Mexican zodiac with its twenty-eight 
houses, the Buddha Zaca, oriental let- 
terings and signs on temples, stone 
images and pottery and hundreds of 
names which are slightly corrupted 
from the Japanese. The temples he 
found invariably faced south, as in 
Thibet, the home of Buddhism, and on 
the mosaics at Uitla he found the 
common cross of Thibet.

COLOMBIA AND THE CAN 
Senor Buitrago Says His Country Can- 
not Sell Territory, but Will Welcome 


Construction at Panama By America. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO.THE TIMES.] 

NICE, Feb. 17.—{Exclusive Dispatch.] 
In view of a cable dispatch from 
Washington, published in the Euro- 
pean edition of the New York Herald, 
Tuesday, stating that the Colombian 
government had sent its Minister of 
Foreign Affairs to Washington to dis- 
curs the question of a trans-isthmian 
canal, an important interview has been 
had with Senor Filernon Buitrago, 
the well-known Colombian political 
writer, who is spending the season 
here. 

“I do not know exactly the object of 
the mission of the Colombian Minister 
of Foreign Affairs,”’ he said, “but hav- 
ing in mind the previous declarations of 
the Colombian government, I believe 
that he ie going to assure the Ameri- 
eans thet Colombia wil! not offer any 
difficulty to the opening of the Panama 
Canal by the government of the United 
States. Colombia will not, of course, 
sell the United States the territory 
through which the Panama Canal is 
being constructed, nor will she abandon 
her rights of sovereignty over that 
territory. No government in Colombia 
would dare to do so; but Colombia is 
willing to do everything in her power 
to facilitate an understanding between 
the new French Panama Canal Com- 
pany and the American government, 
in order to complete. the canal In her 
territory. 

“In my opinion, the Nicaragua Cana! 
has always been a humbug, a bluff, in 
order to oblige the French company to 
sell its work cheap. I think the real 
feeling in the United States is, and has 
been, that the best way, the cheapest, 
and shortest and most practical, is 
that by Panama with the advantage 
that the work is so far advanced that 
little effort will be sufficient to carry it 
to completion. 

“When the modifications proposed by 
the Senate to the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty are accepted by England, and I 
am sure they will be, the United States 
will be quite free to promote the open- 
ing of the canal without fear about 
future difficulties with the European 
powers, and in that cxuse it will prefer 
the Panama route.”

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UNTINGTON ESTATE 
PAYS INHERITANCE TAX. 


CHECK FOR NEARLY SEVEN HUN- 
DRED THOUSAND DOLLARS. 


Value of the Property Left by the 
Deceased Magnate Now Es- 
timated at Eighty Millions of Dol- 
lars—Rise in Securities Helps it. | 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 


NPW YORK. Feb. 17.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The executors of the estate 
of C. P. Huntington have deposited 
with Controller Coler a certified check 
for $667,000 to cover the inheritance 
tax which will be collected by the 
State. The deposit indicates the 
worth of the estate at the time of the 
testator’s death to have been approxi- 
mately $70,000,000, which has now been 
increased one-seventh, making the 
present worth $80,000,000. The action 
is taken at this time to save 5 per cent. 
by meking the deposit within the spec- 
ified period. 

Much comment will result from the 
size of the check, which indicates that 
the Huntington gstate in value will 
more than double the estimate placed 
upon it at the death of the California 
pioneer. When the will was filed for 
probate last August, Russell Sage ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Hunting- 
ton fortune would fall short of 350 000 - 
000. The execut(rs have ind’cated that 
it will amount to more than twice 
that sum. 

Owing to the rise In railroad securi- 
ties during the last six months, the 
Huntington erxiate is new worth al- 
most, if not quite, $10,000,000 more 
than it was when the will was pro- 
bated. As -the inheritance tex is based 
upon the value of the estate at the 
time of the death of the testator, the 
estate would now scem to be worth ap- 
proximately $80,000,000, a sum far in 
excess of the most liberal cstimate 
ever made of his fortune during the 
lifetime of Huntington. 

No accurate idea as to how the 
Huntington millions are invested has 
yet been made by the executors. That 
will become public when the appraise- 
ment has been established. Exactly 
how great the increase in value of the 
securities has been since the death of 
Huntington only the executors are in 
position to tell. If the estate had, as 
it is credited with holding, 700,000 
shares of Southern Pacific stock, the 
increase in value of those securities 
alone amounts to $9,100,000, there hav- 
ing been an upward movement of 13 
points in Southern Pacific since last 
August. 

Few even of Huntington's personal 
friends would have believed he pos- 
sessed a fortune that would more than 
rival that left by Cornelius Vander- 
bilt. The inheritance tax on the Van- 
derbilt estate was not much more than 
$500,000. One reason why the Hunting- 
ton millions were so generally under- 
estimated is that Huntington fre- 
quently asserted that he was operating 
on borrowed capital. 

The tax just paid was on the personal 
property and real estate which Hunt- 
ingten held in New York. Comptroller 
Coler ig credited with having received 
nearly $7000 as his commission. —

His 
good judgment enabled him to appre- 
ciate the best products of foreign and 
home studios and he collected pictures 
of high merit.

Five years ego Mr. Brookings was 
elected president of the voard of trus- 
tees of Washingtor University, the 
leading educational institution of St. 

Its finances were in a bad 
way, its future was circumscribed and 
its affairs were almost at a standstill. 
From his own means Mr. Brookings 
immediately supplied money enough 
to prevent the university from run- 
ning behind in its expenses. “I will 
never be president of anything that 
has a deficit,” he declared. Then he 
set about planning for the university's 
future. Its old buildings of a down- 
town street were to his eyes dreary 
and unattractive. He conceived the 
idea of making for it a new home on‘a 
beautiful eminence near Forest Park, 
in the western suburbs of the city. He 
headed a subscription list fag the pur- 
chase of the land, and pln how: pre- 
pared the way for the new buildings 
on the site which he had chosen.

His close application to 
its interests is illustrated by an inci- 
dent which occurred while he was on 
a pleasure trip to Alaska. In one of 
the Coast towns he found on sale 
clothespins made by his firm, but 
bearing the mark of a competitor. 
Wondering how his rival could under- 
sell him with his own wares he pur- 
sued his inquiries till he found that 
while his goods were going to Alaska 
by way of Cape Horn, these of his 
competitor were pent direct by way of 
Vancouver. He was not content until

et. 

Within the last few years Mp. 
Brookings. has purchased a beautiful 
estate and country residence below 
Crystal City, on the western bank of 
the Mississippi. Here ig his summer 
home, and here are his chief art treas- 
ures, his library and his deer park, 
and here he spends such leisure as he 
can gain from the cares of business.

WOMEN AS TELEGRAPHERS. 
Facts Concerning Their Employment 
in the Countries of Europe and Aus- 
tralia, in Japan, ctc. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—In a report 
on the employment of women in the 
telegraph and telephone services of 
countries outside the United States, it 
is stated that the edmission of women 
to the telegraph cervice dates back 
about thirty years. The chief reason 


was the steady reduction of the rates 
of the telegrams and the resulting 
necessity of cheaper labor. It is also 


fitted for telephone service than men. 
Only men are employed in some Eu- 
ropean offices, among which are those 
of Turkey and Greece, and Montenegro. 
In Belgium and Spain women are still 
employed in the telegraph service, but 
new appointments are no longer made. 
For admission the main requirement 
is understood to be 


health. In some countries, such as 


erland, only persons without bodily de- 
fects are admitted, while in France 
the authorities demand further that the 
applicants have a minimum height 
of five feet, the same minimum 
height being required in England for 
cities, towns and villages. In Germany 
the applicant must be absolutely free 
from debt, and bo.h German and 
French regulations also demand that 
he has never been fined or punished by 
any public court. In Victoria, the life 
of the applicant has to be insured. 
The minimum age for admission varies 
in the different couutries between 14 
and 18 years, and the maximum age, 
wherever stipulated, ts 45 years. An 
exception is made in Germany, where 
the maximum age for  admis- 


sion is put at 3 years. In 
some countries, for instance Ger- 
many, Holland, Japan, New South 


Wales, New Zealand and Victoria, the 
applicants must either be unmarried 
or childless widows. Other countries, 
like Russia and England, demand only 
that the candidates be unmarried or 
widows, and this was also the reguia- 
tion in Spain, as long as women were 
admitted. The French regulations do 
not contain a special paragraph re- 
lating to civil life, and marriage 
women, girls, widows, as well as di- 
vorced women, are admitted to the 
service. In nearly all cases, however, 
women have to quit the service after 
they are married. In Sweden the em- 
ployé may remain in the service after 

providing the husband ts also 
employed in the telegraph service. 
This rule obtains also in Russia, Rou- 
mania, Bulgaria and New South Wales. 
Only in Belgium are the female em- 
ployés allowed to marry. In Italy @ 
st incentive is given to efficient 
and faithful service by a rule that 
only those female empioyés who have 
been appointed superintendents. are 
allowed to stay in the service ‘after 
marriage. In England the employés 
who marry receive on retiring an in- 
demnification in the form of a month's 
salary for each year of active service. 
The average working time in the dif- 
ferent countries varies between seven 
and eight hours.

The application of the clause in the 
Dingley tariff act relating to counter- 
valling duties on sugar from any coun- 
try granting export eauties, has been 
promptly answered by the imposition 
of what cannot be regarded otherwise 
than as retaliatory duties by Russia 
on goods coming to that country from 
America. These duties will be heavily 
felt by our manufacturers, who have 
been building up a large trade with 
Russia, especially in manufactures of 
iron. The opening of Siberia has given 
American business men a good hope 


of a large commerce with that new 
country. 


All these facts recall the memory of 


the late James G. Bieine, who, with 


long foresight, took up the principle 


in our foreign relations of reciprocal 
tariffs. The iast five years have 
wrought very great changes 
business relations with the world at 
large. Many industries which ten 
years ago could not have lived without 
generous aid from a protective tariff, 
are less in need of such aid now. As 
our foreign commerce broadens and 
deepens in its channels many impor- 
tant modifications will be found neces- 
sary in our tariff duties. The broad 
principle of protection to our own in- 
dustries and the guarding of our home 
market from foreign competition of a 
destructive nature will not be lost sight 
of for a moment. These principles 
may be said to have become imbedded 
in our national system, end will re- 
main. But their application is not like 
the multiplication table. Expediency 
is the soul of these principles, and 
modification becomes gecessary it will

the German imitation of our wares. 
At Harbin I of ‘Ameri. 
can’ pumps, iat and punching ma- 
chines, all bearing well-known Ameri- 
ean manufacturers’ names. The very 
price lists of American tool makers are 
so closely imitated that it ts well nigh 
impossible to tell which is the original. 

“So far as contracts for machinery 
required by the Chinese Eastern road 
are concerned, the Russian Minister 
of Ways and Communication has in- 
serted a clause in the agreements 
whereby all the material, equipment, 
etc., must be manufactured in the 
Czar’s dominions. This clause has 
been waived in many instances, of 
course, but when it stands our German 
and Russian friends get over the dif- 
ficeulty very easily. If the spectifica- 
tions call for the best type of ma- 
chine, of course such is purchased in 
this country, but the American name- 
plate is removed and some Russian 
manufacturing firm's name takes its 
place. At Nikolsk and Oussuri I saw 
several planers and drillers passing as 
of Russian make, whereas I know the 
machines were built in Cincinnati. As 
an instance of the aggressive compe- 
tition of the Germans, I may say that 
while in Viadivostok bids were asked 
for the supply of about $1,500,000 worth 
of pig iron, copper, tool 
steel, oil, 
can firms put fn a bid, but everything. 
barring orders aggregating some $4000, 
went to our German rivals.”

THE WORLD ON WHEELS. 
RAILROAD RECORD. 

The Standard of Buenos Ayres say: 
that the Great Southern is spending 
some £2,500,000 on extensions, improve- 
ments, etc., and thousands of tons of 
structural steel are under order, in 
Great Britain, or have been received 
from there, bit not a ton has gone 
from the United States, or is under 
order. The Grea’ Southern has ordered 
within a year £600,000 worth of loco- 
motives and cats from Great Britain. 
including 758 steel-framed cars of W 
tone’ capacity. The jast locomotives 
received by the Western, the Central 
Argentine and the Buenos Ayres and 
Rosario went from England. These 
roads comprise half of the total mile 
age of the Argentine. Ralls, the same 
paper says, have been imported from 
the United States In considerable 
quantities. Concerning new railroad 
work in Argentina offering an oppor- 
tunity for the e#eale cf n.aterial, ete., 
la usa of Wuenos Ayres, contains 
the following: “One of the most im- 
portant of the new lnres is the Cen- 
tral Argentine Failway, which recently 
united with the Western Santafecino 
line, thereby securing the concession 
ct that company for a read between 
San José de la Esquina and Rio IV. 
Work has been commenced, the com- 
pany desiring to reach Rio IV before 
the expiration eof the year.

New Block Ablaze and Saved by a 
Mere Chance—The Firebug Made a 
Blunder in Not Leaving a Window

WHITTIER, Feb. 17.—{Regular Cor- 
respordence.}] One of the most biun- 
dering attempts at incendiarism in the 
history of Los Angeles county was 
made here shortly after midnight. The 
preliminary work, and there was con- 
siderable of it, may have been dohe at 
any time after 10 o'clock at night, but 
it was after 2 o'clock when the fire 
was discovered.

W SETS STORE AFIRE. 


COAL OIL SPRINKLED ALL OVER 
MUSIC ESTABLISHMENT. 


New Block Ablaze and Saved by a 
Mere Chance—The Firebug Made a 
Blunder in Not Leaving a Window 
Open. 


WHITTIER, Feb. 17.—{Regular Cor- 
respordence.] One of the most bdiun- 
dering attempts at incendiarism in the 
history. of Los Angeles county was 
made here shortly after midnight. The 
preliminary work, and there was con- 
siderable of it, may have been done at 
any time after 10 o'clock at night, but 
it was after 2 o'clock when the fire 
was discovered. About 2:15 James 
Suges, white talking with two young 
men in their room on the second floor 
of the old Ramona Hotel, on the cor- 
ner of Philadelphia street and Com- 
stock avenue, heard a crash of broken 
glass, and looking out of the window, 
saw that the Interior of the Pitzer 
Music Company's store on the opposite 
side of the avenue, wes ablaze. He 
gave the alarm, a crowd of men gath- 
ered, the rear door was broken in, 
and a bucket brieade put out the fire. 

There afe no street lights in Whit- 
tler, and it was some time after the 
fire had been extinguished that the 
incendiary feature was wunearthe!. 
Then it was found that the interior 
of the room was completely saturated 
with coal oil. The inflammable fluid 
was found on the floor, on the planos, 
on the ‘cloth lining to the wall 
cases, in the drawers of the desk, and 
in every conceivable place where it 
would help to make a fire. Three 
empty five-gallon cans showed that the 
incendiary had intentions to” do a 
thorough plece of work. The fact 
that the building is as nearly fire- 
proof as ible, Rew 5 the town from

structure, containing two stores, with 
solid side and dividihc walla The 
store on the west, where the fire was 
located, is occupied by the Pitzer Mu- 
sic Company, C. C. and John Pitzer. 
The eastern store is occupled by Lin- 
kietter & Saunder:, bFarcware. On the 
second floor ts the new hall of Whit- 
ter Lodge. F. and A.M. The damazce 
to the building will not exceed $100. 
Mr. Hiatt carried insurance to the 
amount of $4000. 

The Pitzer Music Company ts not 
yet able to give any definite stete- 
ment as to its loss. The six pianos 
have ruined cases and the half-dozen 
sewing machines in stock will require 
new tops, if they are not injured be- 
yond repair. The small instrumen’‘s. 
too, are in bad shape and some of them 
disappeared during the fire. The Pit- 
zers carried $2500 insyrance. 

One of the coal-oll cons found tn the 
store belonged to the Pitzers, but the 
others were brought in by the person 
who started the fire. The incen‘tlary 
made a blunder in that he closed all 
the windows in the store, for the fire

MONEY IN SUGAR BEETS. 

There is a large profit for ranchers in 
raising sugar beets in this county. This 
is proven by the Patterson Ranch Com- 
pany'’s balance sheet for the past sea- 
gon, which is now made public. The 
figures are very intercs ing and instruc- 
tive. The Patterson ranch is care- 
fully conducted, and account is kept of 
acreage expenses, end other items on 
every crop raised. While last year was 
not the most favorable, and the cost 
of irrigation had to be added to the 
ordinary expenses of farming, the beet 
crop grown on the ranch Was very 
eatisfactory. The company’s statement 
shows the receipts from beets 
were $86,120.90, and the average net 
profit per ton of beets was $2.36, in- 
cluding pasture of beet tops. Follow- 
ing are some of the figures: Acres 
harvested, 1468; net tons delivered, 13,- 


438.04; gross receipts, $86,120.90; sugar 
content, 17.6 cemt.; purity, 79.6 per 
cent.; tare, 2.78 cent.; price per 
ton, delivered, $4.67; overage cost rais- 


ing r ton, $2.07; av rofit r 
ton, P52.29: average profit, Tactuding 
beet-top pasturing, $2.35. 

This demonstrates, under the least 
favorable conditions as to seasons, that 
beet reising on a large scale is one of 
the most profitable branches of farm- 
ing possible in Ventura county. There 
are many other instances that would 
make an cqually favorable showing, 
but there are few ranches where a 
detailed account is kept of every ex- 
nse connected with every crop. That 
ves added value to the results 
in this case. The ranch company has 
contracted with the sugar factory to 
plant 1600 acres of its ranch to beets 
this season. The ranch contains about 
6000 acres of land. 

The Patterson Ranch Company is 
also installing one of the greatest 
drainage systems of its kind in the 
State, on its property. The cost of 
this plant will exceed $30,000. “Con- 
tractor C. Leonardt of Los Angeles 
has been working on the system since 
October 18. A large trench runs 
the southwest side, and varies in depth 
from two and one-half feet to fifteen 
feet, and in width from twelve to thir- 
ty-six feet, with a slope of “one to 


one” on the sides. Besides the large | .¢ 


trench, there are run @ series of nine 
smaller drainage pipes of tile, ranging 
in eisze from fifteen to twenty inches, 
according to the size of the jon.
